1. Claims 1-20 and 22-38 are pending with claim 21 having been canceled. 

2. The examiner acknowledges applicant's election of Group III with claims 20-24 
and newly presented claims 25-28 readable thereon. 

3. In claim 25, see lines, 4 and 7. which Include the phrase "said air dryer" which 
lacks a clear antecedent basis in the claims. The phrase should probably be deleted.
